Establishment of a Boar l of Governors for the Eastern Higher Teshnieal 

Institute, Hijli, 

No. F.10-2/49-T2. — - Oil the advice oi the All India Council for Technical 
Education, the Central Government has decided to btf up torthvvitli, the Eastern 
Higher Technical Institute at Hijli in District Midnapore (West Bengal). 

2. In order that the Institute may. start functioning effectively at an eai'L 
date, the Central Governmeu is pleased to resolve that a Board of Governors 
of the Eastern Higher Technical Institute shall be established to perform the 
following functions under the general direction and control of the Central 
Government: 

(i) To advise the Central Government on major questions of policj relating 

to the administration and working of the Institute. 

(ii) To make proposals to the Central Government regarding the institution 

of courses of study at the Institute. 

fiii) To prepare the budget estimates in consultation vith the Director 
of the Institute who shall be appointed by the Central Government 
and to make recommendations thereon, tor the consideration of the 
Central Goveriimpnt. 

(iv) To appoint all Gazetted Ministerial Staff and teaching staff other than 

mwwr Director and Heads of Departments in accordance with the 
rules to be framed bv the Borod of Governors with the approval 
of the Ministry of Education and the Union Public Service Com- 
mission. 

(v) To initiate and execute projects approved by the Central Government 

within the limits of the budget piovision made therefor. 

(vi) To exercise such additional functions as may, from time to time, 

be assigned to the Board by the Central Government. 

3. Subject to existence of budget provision, the Board of Governors shall 
have power to create posts on the ministerial establishment carrying a maximum 
salary for Rs. 500 and below, and posts on the teaching staff below the rank of 
Assistant Professor, which may be considered necessary for the efficient running 
of the Institute. 
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4. The composition oi the Bo.ud shall be a-, follows —

Commeiee or 4 Goveinment Deuartment and who will be nommatt 1 
by the Central Go'urniri«nt

(hi) In the absence of the Chairman, the Board shall elect a Chanmm foi the 
meeting The ruling of the Chairmen m legaid to all quts.ions ol piocedme 
shall be final. 

8. Bye-laws for the working ot Lire Institute shall be ltaaied bj the Boaid 
of Governors with the appioval of the Ministry ot I ducation 

9 Any casual vacancy amongst the membeis o + the Be ud slull be filled 
for the residue of the teim of the person vdiose piiee may t< 11 \acant 

10. No proceedings of the Board of Governors shall he invalidated merely by 
reason of the existence of a vacancy or vacancies amongst its membeis 

11 Four members shall constitute the quorum foi i meeting of tile Boaid 

12 The names of the members of the Boaid of OoAeinois undu uangiapli 
4 will be announced 111 due course 

13. The Governing Body shall make rules for 1 the exeicse of emergency 
powers by the Director with the approval of the Ministry of Education
